Flytippers pay 
price for action

Six individuals are counting 
the cost after being fined for 
fly-tipping and littering in 
Ewell. 

Epsom & Ewell Borough 
Council received complaints 
about an accumulation of 
waste in two roads off King¬ 
ston Road. 

Having inspected and in¬ 
vestigated the material, those 
responsible for contributing 
to the waste were fined more 
than £1,600 between them in 
March. 

Councillor John Beckett, 
chairman of the Environment 
Committee said: “This coun¬ 
cil has weekly rubbish collec¬ 
tions, we operate daily litter 
removal in our high traffic ar¬ 
eas and we remove fly tips on 
public land typically within 
a few days of them being re¬ 
ported. 

“Everyone has a legal duty 
of care to dispose of their 
waste responsibly 

“If people fail to take steps 
to ensure their waste is dis¬ 


posed of legitimately, and it’s 
later found in a fly tip, they 
could end up being prosecuted 
or fined.” 

Councils now have the pow¬ 
er to issue on-the-spot fines of 
between £150 and £400 for fly 
tipping, more serious fly tips 
are prosecuted through the 
courts. 

Councillors stated this year 
they want to see more enforce¬ 
ment around antisocial behav¬ 
iour. 

A series of proposals, which 
includes how the council ad¬ 
dresses littering, will be de¬ 


bated at the strategy and re¬ 
sources committee on April 17. 

“Subject to what is agreed 
on the 17 April, we are deter¬ 
mined to proactively go after 
those who are deliberately 
blemishing this area,” said 
Cllr Beckett. 

Fly tipping is defined as 
the illegal dumping of waste 
without the landowner’s per¬ 
mission. A fly tip can range 
from a few black bags and 
loose materials next to a tree 
or bin, to larger items such as 
fridges, mattresses, builders’ 
rubble and tyres.

Paul Alexander, who 
signed, said: “This makes 
perfect sense with parents 
having young children. I 
would think from aged five 
and under.” 

Margot Evans said: “I look 
after my grandchildren and 
would like to use Ashley Cen¬ 
tre but will be put off doing 
so until there are a suitable 
number of allocated parent/ 


child car parking spaces.” 

“Unfortunately, I no long¬ 
er visit Epsom due to the 
amount of times I have strug¬ 
gled to get my daughter out 
of her car seat because there 
is not one single parent and 
child space,” wrote Harriet 
Evans. 

The Council owns the car¬ 
park, and a spokesman said it 
was the first time it had ever 
received a complaint about 
the lack of parent and child 
parking. 


The carpark will be resur¬ 
faced soon and the council 
said it will look at the feasi¬ 
bility of introducing child 
and parent parking spaces. 

That decision will be bal¬ 
anced against the loss of the 
other spaces. 

The petition was launched 
in November 2017, since then 
it’s had 1,298 signatures.

Meningitis trial

The NHS is encouraging teenag¬ 
ers to take part in a trial to learn 
whether a Meningitis B vaccine 
could protect them and people of 
all ages from the infection. 

Researchers, who are working 
with schools in south London, 
want 24,000 volunteers for the 
study 

Volunteers need to be aged 16- 
18 to do the Teenagers Against 
Meningitis trial. 

MenB can cause meningitis 
and blood poisoning - both can 
be fatal or can cause long lasting 
damage. 

Meningitis is inflammation of 
membranes that surround the 
brain. 

The volunteers will receive 
two doses of MenB vaccine and 
two throat swabs taken two 
months apart. Researchers will 
determine whether the vaccine 
reduces the number of students 
holding meningitis-causing bac¬ 
teria in their throat. 

Sutton High School and 
Burntwood School in Toot¬ 
ing have already taken 
part. Greenwich teenager, Fiona 
Yelland, 15, described falling ill 
with meningitis on October 4, 
2011, as like having intense pins 
and needles. 

She said: “The disease is ridic¬ 
ulously fast working; I felt fine in 


the morning and was on life sup¬ 
port by mid day 

“Since being involved with 
Meningitis Now and raising 
awareness about research we’ve 
achieved so much. MenB is not 
only one of the most prevalent 
types it’s the one that causes 
most damage the other end. 

“Preventing the carriage of it 
is essential to trying to eradicate 
it eventually.” 

Fiona, who suffered short term 
memory problems for up to six 
months, is now a Young Ambas¬ 
sador for the charity Meningitis 
Now. 


People most at risk of menin¬ 
gitis are babies, pre-school chil¬ 
dren and teenagers. 

Professor Paul Heath, Chil¬ 
dren Speciality Group Lead with 
the National Institute for Health 
Research in South London, said: 
“MenB is the main strain caus¬ 
ing meningitis in the UK and at 
the moment our focus is on vac¬ 
cinating infants. 

“We are interested to find 
out if this trial will provide the 
evidence to justify a different 
approach to meningitis vaccina¬ 
tions that may have a greater 
impact.”

Support for motorist who had 
line cancelled by the hospital 


St Helier Hospital were right to 
cancel Mr Naqshbandi’s 
parking fine and he is right to 
ask them to review their 
parking policy, especially for 
disabled patients, (Fined as 
disabled son was at hospital’, 
March 15). 

In 2014 a Freedom of 
Information request 
established* that the Epsom 
and St Helier Trust received 
£1.58million from its car park 
in just one year and the fees 
brought in around £200million 
a year across England. 


However the Trust’s web site 
says: “Our car parks are not 
run as a commercial operation” 
and only what’s left over, after 
car park maintenance, security 
and sundries, goes for clinical 
services. 

Katherine Murphy, chief 
executive of the Patients 
Association, said: “It is a tax on 
sick people who sometimes 
struggle to pay 

“The money is never 
reinvested in frontline services. 

“Hospital car parks are often 
managed by private contractors 


who take a huge percentage of 
the profits.” 

She added: “This is morally 
wrong - and charging disabled 
people is a disgrace.” In 
Scotland and Wales, where the 
SNP and Labour respectively 
run the NHS, hospital parking 
is free. 

But here, as Conservative 
central government cuts 
continue to squeeze hospital 
trusts dry, Department of 
Health per person spending will 
be less in 2019-20 than it was 
2009-10 when the Tories took 


over and the NHS is funded less 
per person than all comparable 
Western economies. 

So the latest Tory local 
council election leaflet which 
claims “We are the only party to 
be 100% behind the NHS”, is 
extremely misleading. 

Such a claim doesn’t merit 
our trust or votes.

Age Concern Epsom and Ewell 
have recently set up New Style 
Men’s Group for older men liv¬ 
ing in the area. 

According to the cross-party

What are you most enjoying about playing Joe 
Gillis? I love the level that he starts at in the show. I 
think it comes with age, but with a lot of the characters 
I’ve played previously they’ve been young men 
discovering themselves and stuff whereas this guy is 
a man and he’s already been through it all. He’s kind 
of at the end of his tether in this situation already and 
that’s just when the show opens so from that point 
you just build and build. It’s been so great to take on a 
character who already has so much substance and 
already has so much stuff going on. To build from 
there is a real gift, plus it’s one of the few parts you 
can play in the theatre - either in a play or a musical - 
where he just doesn’t leave the stage. I think I leave 
the stage maybe twice during the whole show so 
there’s not much time to step out of the character. You 
jump on that treadmill and you keep on running 
straight through to the end, which means the 
character’s journey feels so much more substantial 
and full. You go on that journey and you take the 
audience with you from start to finish. 

How would you sum him up as a character? He’s 
wonderfully flawed. He hasn’t gotten everything right 
but he thinks he has. Everything is told from his point 
of view and he doesn’t really see his mistakes; he 
thinks it’s him who is doing everything right and 
everyone and everything else is failing around him 
when actually it’s him who is making the wrong 
decisions. That’s where it leads to at the end - you 


3 his downfall because of that and I think it’s what 
brings about his demise. He’s dug his own grave. 
William Holden was nominated for an Oscar for 
his performance in the film version and many big 
names have played the role in the musical. Have 
you watched the movie or YouTube clips or have 
you avoided that so you can give your own take on 
it? I’ve approached the character like it’s brand new, 
which is really nice. I knew of the show and the basic 
story but I didn’t know the details of it. It was from 
listening to the soundtrack and reading the script that 
I realised it’s a role that’s impossible to say no to. I 
actually told my agent I wasn’t keen on doing a 
musical straight after having done On The Town over 
the summer, but then I listened to the soundtrack and 
read the script and I phoned my agent back and said 
‘I think we need to rethink this because this character 
is just fantastic’. I’ve watched the film because 
stylistically the show has grown out of the movie, not 
just in terms of the film itself but also the era in which it 
was set and the time it was filmed. The show is very 
true to the original conception. Once you take on a 
role you still go on your own journey and with it being 
a musical rather than a straight play it’s already an 
accentuation of the original. But I haven’t seen anyone 
else play the part so it’s been nice to bring my own 
take on it. Nikolai Foster, our incredible director, was 
fantastic about encouraging me to do that. We agreed 
on a lot of stuff about the character and he’s so 


generous as a director in guiding us. There were 
times when there were things we didn’t agree on and 
it was so liberating to argue or discuss it throughout 
the rehearsal process. Not every decision I instantly 
made I subsequently stuck with because that’s the 
whole point of the process. Joe’s probably the most 
thought-out overall character I’ve ever had the 
pleasure of building and that’s what’s so great about 
being able to play him. It’s also why I ended up 
extending my run as Joe into 2018 because I kind of 
wasn’t ready to give up this role yet. I want to be able 
to share it for longer with more people because it’s 
something I feel such a great ownership over. 

What’s your fondest memory of doing Strictly? It’s 
got to be the dance routines I was able to produce 
each week, which constantly reminds me now of 
things I’m able to do even though I might not think I 
can. That’s something I’ll always take from doing that 
show. If I’d been asked to play Joe Gillis before I’d 
done Strictly I’d probably have said no simply 
through fear that I couldn’t do it and a million people 
could do it better. But this role, as far as I’m 
concerned, belongs to me and I own it. I don’t mean 
that in a cocky or arrogant way, but if you don’t walk 
out there and own that role you’re doing the piece 
and the rest of the cast a disservice.

HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

I find butternut squash extraor¬ 
dinarily difficult to cut and peel 
when raw. So I’ve come up with a 
workaround: I put the squash in 
the oven, lock, stock and barrel. 
After an hour it’s cooked into 


soft submission. 

It works a treat - the flesh is 
easily scooped from the skin, 
and the roasting intensifies the 
flavour. While the squash is 
cooking the rest of the dish 
can be prepared. 

Preheat the oven. 180C, 

Gas 4. 

Cook the squash. Wash the 
squash, place on a tray and put 
in the oven. A medium-sized 
squash will take about an hour 
- turn it over half way through 
cooking. 

Let it cool and then cut in half 
and scoop out the seeds and 
discard. 

Scoop the flesh from the skin 
and put into a pan with a knob of 
butter. Re-heat the squash gently 
and beat with a potato masher. 
Season. 

Cook the chorizo. Fry the 
chorizo in a little oil on a medium 
heat, until browned. This will take 


about 20 minutes. 

Make the sauce. Slice the 
peppers and gently fry with a 
couple tablespoons of oil. 

These need to cook slowly, 
about 20 minutes. 

When they start to go brown, 
add the garlic and the bay leaves 
and cook for a further 8 minutes 
(don’t let the garlic burn). 

Then add the stock, tomato 
paste, oregano, olives and pa¬ 
prika and cook for 5 minutes. 
Taste for seasoning. 

Meanwhile, fry the mushrooms 
in a little butter and oil until 
browned. 

Serve. Fry the rosemary sprigs 
in hot oil and drain on a kitchen 
towel. Place two sausages on a 
pile of squash, add the sauce 
and garnish with the mushrooms 
and rosemary.

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ISLE OF DOGS (PG): Writer-director Wes Anderson 
returns to stop-motion animation for a self-consciously 
offbeat buddy comedy on two and four legs. Isle Of Dogs 
reunites the filmmaker with longtime collaborators behind 
and in front of the camera including cinematographer 
Tristan Oliver and composer Alexandre Desplat. Ander¬ 
son employs an episodic structure with pithy chapter 
headings like The Little Pilot, The Rendezvous and Atari’s 
Lantern to neatly bookmark his visually stunning odyssey 
of a 12-year-old boy (Koyu Rankin), who intends to be 
reunited with his shaggy pet. The detail of miniature sets 
and character figures is remarkable and there are some 
lovely touches like multiple uses for cotton wool and 
lice slaloming through dogs’ matted fur in skin-crawling 
close-up. The film is arch, knowing and impeccably con¬ 
ceived but emotionally a tad chilly, revelling in the inven¬ 
tiveness and imagination of the writer-director’s unique 
vision at the expense of collaring our emotions for a sat¬ 
isfying walk. 

READY PLAYER ONE (12A): Set in the mid-21st cen¬ 
tury, Ready Player One is a dystopian big budget fantasy, 
which imagines a resource-depleted world that relies on 
virtual reality as an escape from the gloom of the eve¬ 
ryday. On more than one occasion, Steven Spielberg’s 
film issues dire warnings about the zombification of en¬ 
tire generations, who believe “meaningful” relationships 
can be forged online. “Reality is the only thing that’s 
real,” proclaims one pivotal character. It’s a bitter irony 
that Spielberg’s picture gleefully ignores its own advice 
to hurtle at breakneck speed into eye-popping digital 
realms crammed with gaming in-jokes, but offers us no 
compelling reason to remove the goggles and interface 
in person. As a visual spectacle, the film is a tour-de-force 
of technical wizardry. Unfortunately, the fast and furious 
smacking of gobs doesn’t extend to a script adapted 
from Ernest Cline’s celebrated 2011 novel by the author 
and Zak Penn. 

BLOCKERS (15,102 mins): Forget the sugar and spice 
and all things nice. The girls in Pitch Perfect screenwriter 
Kay Cannon’s filthy-minded directorial debut are full of 
sexually suggestive emojis, bold self-expression and a 


generous smattering of insecurities. They are doyennes 
of social media, who talk openly about their feelings 
and have fewer sexual hang-ups than their emotion¬ 
ally bruised parents, whose vigour has been eroded 
by failed marriages, financial responsibility and the fear 
of growing old. Blockers engineers a hilarious battle of 
wits between these two generations during one eventful 
prom night. Less raunchy and riotous than Girls Trip but 
aimed at a similar if slightly younger audience, Cannon’s 
potty-mouthed comedy tempers the bittersweet with the 
saltiness of some outrageous set pieces including a 
bout of full-frontal roleplay. Naughtiness sexts niceness 
throughout Brian Kehoe and Jim Kehoe’s warm-hearted 
script, which is punctuated with poignant scenes of self¬ 
reflection and parental pride. 

MIDNIGHT SUN (12A): A good heart is surprisingly easy 
to find in Midnight Sun, a gushing terminal illness weepie, 
which targets the same teenage tear ducts as The Fault 
In Our Stars. Directed with a heavy hand by Scott Speer, 
this English language remake of a 2006 Japanese film 
quickly distils the facts about a recessive condition called 
Xeroderma Pigmentosum (XP), which is triggered by ex¬ 
posure to sunlight. Consequently, the luminous yet pale¬ 
skinned heroine of Speer’s film, who suffers from XP, is 
consigned to her house by day behind special blinds, a 
distant observer to the ebb and flow of the daily life of 
hormone-addled peers. Bella Thorne channels the goofy 
charm of early Sandra Bullock in the central role, replete 
with nervous nose snorts, while Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s model son Patrick seizes his first leading role as 
a sensitive swimming team dreamboat. It’s a potentially 
sickly confection and there are moments of shameless 
emotional manipulation in Eric Kirsten’s script, tethered 
to the central character’s burgeoning talent as a guitar- 
strumming singer-songwriter. However, there are also 
sweet and surprisingly touching scenes before the inevi¬ 
table deluge of saltwater, galvanised by the smouldering 
screen chemistry of the two attractive leads. 

PACIFIC RIM UPRISING (12A): Steven S DeKnight 
makes an inauspicious feature film directorial debut 
with a soulless and bombastic sequel, which has been 


crudely bolted together using spare parts from Trans¬ 
formers and Independence Day: Resurgence. Lome 
Balfe’s thunderous orchestral score competes with ca¬ 
cophonous sound effects to make us wince in our seats 
from the opening titles. The discomfort intensifies when 
characters open their mouths to spew risible exchanges 
that pass for dialogue. The film’s gleaming hardware is 
impressive: hulking, digitally rendered robots cutting a 
swathe through the toppling skyscrapers of Tokyo with 
flame-licked swords, or grappling above and below the 
cracking ice of a Siberian wilderness. When it comes to 
the software of a malfunctioning script credited to four 
writers, Pacific Rim Uprising is in dire need of upgrades. 
Character development is laughable and pivotal deaths 
barely register an emotional ripple. 

UNSANE (15): Seeing is deceiving in Steven Soder¬ 
bergh’s hallucinogenic mind trip for a traumatised data 
analyst (Claire Foy), who sees the menacing face of a 


stalker everywhere she turns. Scripted by Johan Bern¬ 
stein and James Greer, Unsane is shot entirely on a 
smartphone and generates sparks of claustrophobia 
from the restricted screen framing and occasional blur¬ 
ring of images as characters race around dimly lit cor¬ 
ridors. Visuals are intentionally murky, reflecting the 
gloom that descends upon the stricken heroine as she is 
separated from people she loves and the security of her 
home environment. In his capacity as director and editor, 
Soderbergh loosens his usually firm grasp on the film’s 
quickening pulse as boundaries between reality and 
nightmarish imagination blur with violent consequences. 
Shaky handheld camerawork has a verite, improvised 
quality akin to a fly-on-the-wall documentary rather 
than a studio-financed psychological thriller. Once the 
script commits itself to revealing whether the terror is 
only in the central character’s muddled head, tension 
dissipates.

NAEA: First-time buyer stamp duty cut 
is working — but more needed 


The National Association of Estate Agents says the 
government’s first time buyer stamp duty incentive 
“seems to be having the desired effect” - but insists 
more can be done to boost the market. 

The association says the proportion of sales to 
FTBs rose to 29 per cent in February, from 27 
percent in January; year-on-year the figures for 
February were the best monthly results for first time 
buyers in three years. 

Meanwhile across the market as a whole the 
average number of sales agreed per branch rose 
from seven in January to eight last month. 

However, the number of prospective house- 
hunters fell by 16 percent in February - from 367 
registered per branch, to 309. 

Year-on-year this is down by 28 per cent, as agents 
had 425 house-hunters registered per branch in 
February 2017. 

In line with demand, the number of properties 


available for sale per branch dropped from 36 in 
January to 35 in February. 

In terms of prices, some 74 per cent of properties 
sold for less than the original asking price in 
February with only four per cent selling for more; 
properties which sold at asking price stood at 22 
per cent - the highest level since June 2016, when 
26 per cent of properties went for asking price. 

“Since the Chancellor cut stamp duty for first¬ 
time buyers, there have been a good level of 
sales to the group, but they haven’t rocketed. 

Our members have noticed FTBs holding off on 
making purchases since the rule was introduced 
- typically outside of London - opting instead to 
save for longer to maximise the full stamp duty 
relief” explains Mark Hayward, the NAEA’s chief 
executive. 

He continues: “This may be one reason sales are 
up but not as high as we might expect; the other 


reason is the cost of buying is still very high, and 
FTBs are still finding it difficult to save for their 
deposit. As the cost of living continues to rise - with 
consumer price inflation standing at 2.5 per cent in 
February - we still have a long way to goto make 
the dream of owning a home accessible to all, but 
this is definitely a step in the right direction.” 

Meanwhile the NAEA has also praised the Welsh 
Government for setting its replacement for stamp 
duty - known as Land Transaction Tax - at a level 
which the association advocated. 

Mark Hayward says: “We’re pleased that the Welsh 
Government has listened to our proposals and next 
week will be introducing new tax bands in Wales; 
house buyers will really feel the difference of these 
changes. For buyers at the lower end of the market, 
the new bandings mean they won’t pay any land 
transaction on properties worth up to £180,000; 
this is the value of the average house price in 
Wales.”
